1- The following Poles aave entered or left Belgium: 

a. Janim -Maria F onowska, bom at Staw on 17 January 1906, 
arrived in Be', jium from Geneva on 30 august 1948, carrying 
Polir.ii diplomatic passport No. 12.534/755. She left 
Brussels for Geneva on 2 September 1948, Subject is the 
wife of the firmer First Secretary of the Polish Legation 
in Lisbon, representing the London Poles. 

b. Jakuo Liar. del, born at Stanislavow on 20 November 1903, 
arrived :.n Belgium from Prague on 2 September 1948. Handel, 
an engineer, lives in Gliwice, Poland and carried Polish 
Service passport No. 3262/1204. 

2. The followin' Yugoslavs arrived in Belgium by air from Amsterdam 
on 2 September 1948: 

a. Jiilan .ilutinovic, born in Serbia on 12 September 1912, 
carried Yugoslav passport No. 189 with Belgian transit 
visa, le lives in Belgrade. 

b. &ijo u;k±?i& 9 bom at Legrad, Yugoslavia on 25 august 1915, 
carrie l Yugoslav passport No. 10.117 with Belgian transit 
visa, Miklnn lives in Belgrade. 

c. Milof.w (P. Murncab) Semic, born at Ljubuski, Yugoslavia 
on 1; October 1912, carried Yugoslav passport No. 10.119 
with Belgian transit visa. He lives In Koprivtica, Yugo- 
slavia. Seric and Likina previously arrived in Brussels 
fron Amsterdam on 15 June 1948. At that time they pur- 
chased an airplane from the Fokker factories which they 
fltw to Yugoslavia via Marsel lie „ 

d. Furisa Pavic, born at Ozriniec, Yugoslavia on 14 January 1917, 
carried Yugoslavipassport No. 10.118 with Belgian transit 
viffu Pavic lives In Eemun, Yugoslavia. 
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3^ Ihese four Yugoslavs, all of whom were weering a Communist insignia— 
a red star edged in yellow, planned to purchase radiophonic equipment 
for the Yugoslav Government 0 They were to return to Yugoslavia via 
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
